Xo gas could bo 
dulcctod In tho holler room or on tho 
lower lloor of the building, 
On tho 


main and second floors every room was 
Oiled with tho noxious fumes. 


Principal Cobnugli directed the stu- 


dents to return for thin afternoon's 
session but It the trouble has not been 
ocated by that tlmo thero will bo no 
school. 


Owing to the f.ict that the ventllat- 


ng system Is supposed to till nil the 
rooms with puro air and nt the samo 
time exhaust thn Impure atmosphere, 
ho windows of the school wore clos- 
ed. When the gas entered tho rooms 
ho effects wcro sudden and sweeping. 
Windows wero quickly opened and the 
nritsh ot trush nlr had a tendency to 
revive those who Imd not yet 
cd. 


Miss Margaret I.yon Tins ono of those 


who fainted .after leaving tho build 
ng. She, with several othor». Includ- 
ing Mln» Beatrice Fornwnlt. was tak- 
en Into the olllce of Dr. K. C. Shcrrlck 
on South I'lttsburg street. Dr. Slier- 
rick Is absent from town, Dr. Francis 
linking IIKC of the reception room to 
administer aid to the victims. A crowd 
of several hundred students gathered 
n front of the oftlce nud watehod tho 
ockcd door npprchenxlvely. Dr. Fnm 
els stated that none of tho victims 
WIIH In a sarlonx condition nnd expect-
